oury today an interesting celebration 
was held of the 140th anniversary of 
he opening of Dummer Academy, the 
eldest institution of its kind- in the 
United States. 
The 
academy 
was 


founded by Lieutenant Governor Wil- 
iam Dummer, In 1762, when a small 
school house was 
erected, 
and on 


March 1, 1763, the academy was for- 
mally opened, having twenty-eight pu- 
pils in attendance at the time, and 
the institution has been ever since in 
continuous service. 


During that time about 2,500 pupils 


have 
received 
instruction 
at

school, and among that number are 
included some of the most eminent 
scholars in the country.

An ordinance pertaining to the keep- 


ing of a house' of ill -f ame and pertain- 
ing to a woman of ill. fame or prosti- 
tute following her vocation -within the 
City of Reno, to'provlde for the1'pun- 
ishment thereof, and for the preser-1 
vatipn of the comfort and morals of 
the citizens of said city, defining and 
punishing disorderly conduct in the 
City of Reno. 
Ine City Council of-the City of Reno 


do ordain: 


Section 1.—It shall be unlawful for 


any ?person or persons to open, keep, 
or conduct any hou.se of ill fame, house 
of prostitution, house of assignation, or 
bawdy house within "the 
corporate 


limits of the City of Reno. 


Sec. 2.—It shall be unlawful for any 


woman of ill fame, or prostitute, to 
follow or prosecute the vocation of 
prostitution within the 'corporate limits 
of the City of Reno.' 


Sec. 3.—Any person violating any of 


the provisions of Sections 1 or 2 of 
this Ordinance upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not less than 
three dollars and riot exceeding one 
hundred dolTars or be imprisoned in 
the county jail for a term not exceed- 
ing sixty days or by both such fine and 
Imprisonment. 


Sec. 4.—It shall be unlawful for any 


prostitute or woman of ill fame to 
solicit, entice, or invite any person 
passing by or near any house of ill 
fame or any room or apartment oc- 
cupied or used by her for the purpose 
of following or prosecuting the voca- 
tion of prostitution to go therein. 
'. 


Sec. 5.—It shall be unlawful for any 


person to invite, entice, or solicit or 
permit any person of the male sex 
under the age of twenty-one years, or 
any female not an inmate of a house 
of ill fame, to enter any house of ill 
fame, house of prostitution, house of 
assignation, 
or room or apartment 


where a woman of ill fame or prosti- 
tute is following her. vocation of pros-' 
'titution. 
» 


Sec. 6.—Any person violating any 


of the provisions of Sections 4 or 5 
of this Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of disorderly conduct, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in 
a sum not to exceed one hundred dol- 
lars. 


Sec. 7.;—It shall be unlawful for any 


person to use any profane or obscene 
language upon any street or alley or 
in any public place within the hearing 
of any person, within the corporate 
limits of the City of Reno. 


Sec. 8.—Any person violating .any 


of the provisions of Section 7 of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of 
disorderly conduct and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined in a sum 
not less than 'five dollars and'not more 
than twenty-five dollars. 
' ' 


Sec. 9.—Any person who shall dis- 


turb a public assembly congregated 
for religious or other lawful purposes 
within the limits of said city, by undue, 
noise or by offensive conduct or in- 
decent behavior, shall upon conviction 
thereof be fined in any sum not' ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars or im- 
prisonment in the county jail not ex- 
ceeding .three months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment. 


Sec. 
10.—Any person who shall use 


any nipper or sling for amusement or 
for destroying birds, or for any pur- 
pose, or who shall mischieviously re- 
move any gate, sign or other property 
within the limits of said City of Reno 
shall be liable to fine not to exceed 
fifty dolars or to imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed three days, or 
to both fine and imprisonment for each 
offense. 


Sec. 11.—It shall be unlawful for any 


person to ride, drive or lead any horse, 
mule or other animal of similar kind 
upon any sidewalk in the City of Reno, 
except at regular crossings, or suffer 
any horse or other similar animal to 
stand thereon. 
Such person shall, on 


conviction thereof be fined in a sum 
not to exceed twenty dollars. 


Sec. 12.—It shall be unlawful for any 


person, without proper authority, to 
tear down or deface any ordinance, 
bill, notice, advertisement, or any other 
paper of a business or legitimate char- 
acter, lawfully posted within the limits 
of said city, at any time before the ob- 
ject of such notice has been accom- 
plished, and upon conviction shall be
